other notable Alabamians. 
Senator Pettus’ funeral was attended 
with the greatest honors ever paid an 
Alabama citizen. 
It was the first time 
In the history of the state the entire 
legislature paid its last tribute to a 
native son. 
In addition to the law- 
makers then* were also present Gov- 
. ernor Comer and members of his staff, 
former Governor Johnston, who suc­ 
ceeds General Pettus In the senate, 
and various state officials, In addition 
to thousands of < Mizens, who thronged 
• to the city to pay their tribute of love 
I to the dead senator, who spent the 
best years of his honored life here.

Ju ly 30.— From th* 
state crop pest commission, experi­ 


menting with turpentine as a possible 
j eradicator of the boll weevil, it is 
learned that results so far Indicate 
that its use is dangerous. 
The exper­ 
iment was conducted because planters 
about Coushatta gave wide publicity 
to the claim that a turpentine and wa­ 
ter soaked cloth drawn over the ground 
had practically driven all the weevils 
from the cotton without hurting the 
plant. 
The odor was supposed to drive 
out the weevil.

j end. 
The prostrated wife and daughter, 
, Edith and his son 
Douglas 
whose 
! slight wounds permitted them to pay 
the i;igt honors to the dying man, were 
present In the chamber when the end 
! came.

According to the police, H enry at­ 
tempted suicide in his cell with a silk 
handkerchief, which he tied around 
his neck and fastened to 
the 
bars. 
seeking to strangle himself slowly. The 
Jailer who 
had 
been 
Instructed 
to 
watch the prisoner closely, detected 
the act in time to prevent carious re­ 
sults and it was announced that Henry 
I had not succeeded in injuring himself. 
Henry immediately 
calmed* down 
and made no objection to being led 
away. 
He was quiet and only asked to 
be allowed to tell his wife what had 
I occurred before being lodged In Jail. 
It was learned that there is insanity 
In 
the 
Huntington 
family. 
Major 
I Huntington's brother died in a mad­ 
house suffering from delusions some­ 
what sim ilar to those of which Henry 
is possessed.

She 
declares tha; on this occasion her sis- [ 
ters-in-law 
spoke ill of her to her 
husband. 
W hen Elenry returned to his hotel, j 
after the tragedy he told his wife he 
was crying at the bedside of his father j 
when his brother Douglas and 
his 
sisters interrupted him and insisted 
that he beg for his mother’s pardon 
H e then lost his head and fired indis­ 
crim inately. 
“ I can

forget.” ; 
Mrs. Huntington went on, “ that my 
husband broke with his fam ily rather . 
than permit me to be insulted In his 
presence.” 
Henry, when he ent to his brother’s 
residence Sunday, at once became ex­ 
cited and continued to speak violently | 
and loudly. 
The members of the fam­ 
ily gathered around him and tried to ■ 
persuade him to go into the drawing 
room and talk the question over there 1 
This he would not do, but In a loud 
vole?* he insisted that the only way 
to cure his father was to administer 
the blood of a dog mixed with sea 
water, a 
remedy which he had in 
vented. 
Tiring of his persistence, his 
brother. Douglas, finally opened th* 
door of the bed room and said 
“ I 
ara the oldest and I ask you to leave 
and not return.” 
Edith Huntington also abjured her 
brother to depart and not create fur­ 
ther disturbance. 
They then began 
pushing Henry towards the door. Sud 
denlv he whipped a revolver from his 
pocket and ^ired point blank at Doug­ 
las. 
The bullet graeed 
the 
older 
brother’s temple and he fell to th* 
floor stunned. 
Henry 
then 
turned 
his pistol on Alonzo and fired a sec- * 
ond time. 
The bullet pierced Alonzo’s 
lungs and this brother dropped.

two girls. E liz a b e th and Edith, then 
rushed forward in frantic despair try-! 
ing desperately to put an end to the 
shooting. 
H enry shot Edith through 
the arm and then placing the revolver 
against Elizabeth’s breast: he pulled 
the trigger for The fourth time 
In the meantime one of the guards 
of the Versailles park, who happened 
to be in the kitchen downstairs, ac-1 
companied by the household servants, 
hurried upstairs, rushed into the room 
and wrenched the revolver from the . 
hands of the madman.
